Peo^e who walk can see a great deal 


more than the people who ride, A ma- 
jority of the busy men of this city ride 
from their residence* tp the capltol 
either on the horse cars of the Metro- 
politan or the coble can of the Penn- 
sylvania avenue line. 


Just lor a change and for the exer- 


cise of a walk in. thsvcriap morning aJr, 
1 walked dqwa. Pennsylvania avenue 
from the treasury to the capitol to-

day, 
and tho experience was worth 


narrating-. It would bare done anyone 
who is a stranger in Washington a great 
deal of good to have had the pleasure 
of taking such a walk on any morning 
while congress is in session. 


Just beyond the treasury I was over- 


taken by Julius Caesar Burrows, of 
Michigan, who slapped me on the shoul- 
der and said: "Isn't this a glorious 
morning? It makes me feel as though 
C were in dear old Kalomazoo. among 
my own people. Instead of being here in 
the national capital." 


As we walked along by Willard's hotel 


and entered the triangular space' on 
Pennsylvania avenue we overtook Sen- 
ator Allison, of Iowa. The conversa- 
tion was for a few moments of a per- 
sona* nature, then naturally 
drifted 


into politics. The senior senator from 
Iowa has some very poslitve views from 
a republican standpoint concerning ex- 
isting conditions, and he expressed 
them very freely. But then you must 
understand that when public men are 
thus conversing with newspaper men 
on the basis of personal friendship it 
is exceedingly improper to quote what 
they say. 


Leaving the senators from Iowa and 


Michigan at tho Twelfth street cnrner 
I attended to a domestic errand, and 
then resumed my walk down Pennsyl- 
vania avenne. Just ahead of mc,I uaw 
Vice President Stevenson. He always 
walks to the capitol, except in rainy 
or snowy weather, and then uses his 
barouche. He Is a tall, handsome man, 
and quite a commanding figure in any 
assemblage, and as he walks down 
Pennsylvania avenue a great many peo- 
ple who know him take off their hats, 
BO that he is constantly returning salu- 
tations of that kind nearly all the way 
down the atenue. 


Speaker Heed, who boards at the 


Shoreham, which is within a block of 
the Normandie, where the vice presi- 
dent resides, always walks down the 
avenue to the capitol. and he overtook 
me this morning before I reached 
Tenth street. He IB a very large, heavy 
man, and walks slowly. He is as bright 
und entertaining in private conversa- 
tion an he IB vigorous in political af- 
fnirs and In the management of the 
house. Among other thinpw. he said: 
"I called upon the president to pay my 
respects this morning, and 1 pn-sume 
thnt the papers will have all sorts of 
etones about a conference between the 
president and the speaker of the house. 
They will probably say that Mr. Cleve- 
land and myself made arrangements 
to becurc all manner- of legislation. 
As a matter of fact, when I call to pay 
my respects to the president the mat- 
ter la of no more kignificunce thai) 
would be the call of any other member 
of the house of representatives." 


I walked with Sneaker Reed to Pence 


monument, where Pennsylvaniaovenue 
runs southward around the capitol, and 
we there boarded a cable car which 
took us up to the top of Capitol hill. 
A great many of our public men walk 
down Pennsylvania urenuo und also 
walk up the long marble staircase on 
the terrace west of the capitol; but it 
Is a pretty hard climb, and when Itfs 
not desired it is much better to ride up 
Capitol hill on the cable cars. In the 
car we found Congressman Joe Cannon, 
of Illinois, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on appropriations; Congress- 
man Boutelle. of Maine, chairman of 
the committee on naval affairs, and ex1- 
Speaker Crisp, of Georgia. Attached 
to the rear of the cable-oar train was 
a beautiful white car which Is rued for 
carrying the United Statea mall. It la 
fitted up juntas a mail car on the steam 
railroads, bnt It only runs three miles. 
t>om the navy ysrd to Georgetown, 
this car Is daily running, and from its 
use a great deal of time la saved in the 
distribution of the mail of the city. It 
a|so carries moil to the depot, and there- 
by saves the tune which would be other- 
wise expended by the people carrying 
their letters to the city post office and- 
hcvtng them carried from there to the 
depot. 


After ire reached the top of Capitol 


hill we walked over to the Capitol bul Id- 
Ins;, and entered the sooth wins;, which 
la occupied by the novae of repre- 
sentatives. When we got oo the ele- 
vator w» found there Congressman Me- 
atman, of 


mfcny of then oecnpylas/^bees of great 
distinction and nonsr s* home as well 
as in the national capital. 


Just a few feet from the elevator is 


the speaker's room, and at Its door sita 
Neal, the colored man who has acted 
as messenger for the speaker of the 
house of representatives for the past 20 
years. He arose and opened the doer, 
and Speaker Heed entered his special 
apartment, turning as he did so, say- 
ing: "1 bid yon good morning, gentle- 
men." Thedoor closed and the speaker 
was thus safe from intrusion of any 
kind. When he enters that room he 
finds upon his desk from fifty to a hun- 
dred and fifty letters, all of which have 
been opened by the clerk and spread 
out upon the desk for perusal and con- 
sideration. He picks up the letters one 
by one, reads them, and then, without 
raising his eyes, he begins to tulk as 
though he were answering the letters 
to the persons from whom the letters 
are received. His stenographer sits ou 
the side of the desk opposite the 
speaker, and rapidly takes down every 
thing that Mr. Heed says, including 
addresses of letters. It usually taxes 
Speaker Reed about an hour to read and 
answer these letters. By the way, that 
fact gives rise to the reflection how 
changed are conditions during tHe post 
generation. The art 
of shorthand 


writing has been so perfected that ex- 
perienced men can write down as rapid- 
ly as any man cores to talk every sen- 
tence, every word and every syllable 
that is uttered. Only by the means ol 
shorthand writing could public men 
Keep up with their correspondence. 


I walked through the house of rep- 


resentatives, meeting and shaking 
hands with a great many public men 
from the various states, and then pro- 
ceeded through statuary hall and the 
capitol rotunda to the north wing of 
tho capitol where the senate Is assem- 
bled. On the way over there I met Sen- 
ator Stewart, of Nevada, who is a great 
champion of the cause of free coinage 
of silver. You do not know, and the 
people throughout the country do not 
know, but the people of Washington 
are well aware of the fact,that Senator 
Stewart boa become so imbued with the 
one idea J)f winch -be has taken posses- 
sion and which lina taken possession of 
him, that all of his conversation is con 
ceruinp silver.

Brief Hiitory of, the Murder Near Mo- 


weaqua Five Years Ago—Atter- 


berry's Corpte at Home. 


There is nothing new In the case of 


the lynching of Grant Atterberry at 
Sullivan early Thursday morning. -The 
REPUBLICAN last evening- covered the 
whole sensational affair, with the excap- 
t on of giving the result of the inquest 
held by the coroner. 
The jury made 


proper inquiry and returned a verdict to 
the effect that Atterberry came to his 
death by mob violence at the hands,' "t>f 
parties unknown. 


The body waa then placed in a coffin 


and taken to A tier berry's home, where 
Mrs. Atterberry fainted and where there 
was a pathetic scene. 


Relatives of the deceased residing- 


Macon and Assumption passed 
Decatur this morning bound for 
van. The interment will take place this 
evening or to-morrow. 


Sullivan people -are now trying to for- 


get the ugly part of the punishment in 
flicted upon Atterberry. Many there 
regret that a mob took his life, and 
thmk that for all time a blot will res! 
upon the town of Sullivan. It cannot 
be wiped out. 
Sullivan will long* be 


alluded to as the towV where AUecberry 
wan lynched. A grand jury will be 
calle-1 upon by Judge Vail at the com 
ing term of the Moultrie county clrcuil 
court to thoroughly investigate Utelaf 
fair, and if possible run the lynchen'tb 
earth and indict them for murder

that Atterberry was entirely innocent. 
Mrs. Rosy Atterberry ought to know a' 
least who one of the men was that BE 
saulted her. 
She heard him speak. If 


it was Grant she would know his voice 
and would know why he eaid on going 
away: 
"Now, d— you, I've had my re 


venge." Perhaps she had told some 
body that one of the men waa Giant 
and that caused the lyncbera to act so 
hastily and unexpectedly. 


Should it turn out that Grant had no 


part in the aaiault upon huj eister-in 
law, 
deep will be the humiliation ol 


those who strung him up, and then wil 
the full force of the error and violation 
of the law dawn upon the people of not 
only Sullivan, but those in all parts o 
the country familiar with this CUEC. 


The laOl Murder. 


MOWIAQ.CA, 111., Feb. 12.—Though 


over four yeara have elapsed since David 
J. Atterberry was murdered in col< 
blood almost in sight of his own hoi 
the crime is still fresh in the minds o 
residents in this vicinity. 


Monday afternoon, Nov. 23,1891, Da- 


vid J. Atterberry, father of Grunt and 
Edward Atterberry, was shot and in 
stantly killed while ou his way home in 
a road cart from the city. In returning 
home on that evening he went aomewha 
out of hia way to visit a widow, Mrs 
Nancy Denton, to whom he was said tp 
be engaged to be married. It was while 
driving north from her bouse to hia own 
that the crime was committed. 
Circum 


atantial evidence pointed strongly to the 
two boya, Grant and Edward, and they 
were arrested, charged with the 
George McClelland, who resides'near 
heard a gunshot, but paid DO particula 
attention until be noticed a road car 
dashing furiously up the road. Then 
he started toward the vicinity from 
whenoe the shot cam*. 
He diecoverec 


the body of the murdered man, hia 
brains oozing out of a ghastly wound 
showing that the gun had been Lain 
within a foot of his head. 


While the evidence was wholly cir- 


cumstantial it waa very strong. Tbi 
Atterbary boys were seen just before 
the murder in a narrow tread wagon. I 
was the only narrow tread wagon ia that 
section. Mr. McClelland saw the ItoJB 
in the wagon, heard the shot and Main 
the 'corpse. It had rained during, tile 
day and traces ot the road cart aad.toe 
narrow tread wagon were within attinchts 
of each other and the track of the narrow 
tread led direct to Edward Atterbfrrtfa 
house.
